STANDING COMMITTEES. 
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BY-LAWS. 



The Annual Meeting of the Association shall be held on the first 
Monday in March in each year. 

II. 

The Board shall elect annually from their own number a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Treasurer, and appoint a Dii:ector, a 
Secretary and a Cashier, and such other officers as may from time 
to time be deemed necessary, and define their duties and fix their 
compensation. 

III. 

The stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the second Tuesday of each month, at 4 p. m. Special meetings 
may be called by the President, upon the written request of three 
members. 

IV. 

Five members of the Board shall constitute a quorum, and it 
shall require five affirmative votes to approve any proposition. 



There shall be the following Standing Committees, of not less 
than four members each, to be appointed annually by the President, 
and the Director shall be ex-officio a member of such Committees as 
the President may designate : 



I. Finance. 


4. Classification. 


2. Law. 


5. Art Academy. 


3. Buildings and Grounds. 
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8 Cincinnati Museum Association. 

VI. 

The Treasurer and Cashier shall give bond in such sums as the 
Board of Trustees shall require. The Treasurer shall be the custodian 
of the endowment funds of the Association, and pay the income there- 
from each month to the Cashier. The Board shall designate the bank 
or banks where the funds of the Association shall be deposited. 

VII. 

The Cashier shall receive from the Treasurer the income from 
endowments and collect receipts from all other sources and deposit 
the same in the name of the Association in the designated bank or 
banks, to be disbursed on his check. He shall pay all bills after they 
have been audited by the Finance Committee and approved by the 
Board, and shall make a monthly report to the Board of receipts and 
expenditures. 

VIII. 

No object shall be received into the Museum without first having 
been accepted by the Committee on Classification, and then approved 
by the Board ; and no object shall be received on deposit condition- 
ally, except on the approval of the Board. No object which shall 
have been received, accepted and approved, as provided for in this 
article, shall ever be loaned by the Museum Association to any person 
or Association, or ever removed from the buildings of the Association 
for temporary exhibition elsewhere. 

IX. 

These By-laws may be altered or amended at any stated meeting 
of the Board of Trustees.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 



January ist, 1897. 
To the Shareholders: 

The reports of the Treasurer and Cashier on the finances of tlie 
Association for the year 1896, and that of the Director on administra- 
tion, are herewith submitted. 

The income from investments does not vary materially from year 
to year. The receipts from admissions have fallen from $4,480.15 to 
$4,021.15. The tuition fees in the Art Academy have fallen from 
$6,297.50 to $6,277^00. This decrease is no more than should be 
expected when we consider the depressed condition of business during 
this period. The receipts ot the institution for the last year were 
barely sufficient to meet the expenditures. It would seem, therefore, 
that we have reached a limit of enlargement unless we shall receive 
some additional income. The Trustees have endeavored by providing 
special exhibitions, at some little expense, to increase the attendance 
at the Museum. They have also strengthened the Art Academy, by 
larger expenditures for teachers «nd life models, and have also paid 
out $1,117.20 during the year for foreign and home scholarships. 
The expenditures for the improvement of the grounds during the last 
year were $1, 172.36, which is a tax upon our limited income, reducing 
by that much what we might otherwise give to the public. 

The charge for admission during the year continued at the same 
rates as last year, viz: 10 cents on Saturdays and Sundays, and 25 
cents on other days. The Sunday attendance for 1896 was 10,023, 
against 11,341 for 1895; ^^ Saturday attendance 5,463 in 1896, 
against 5,571 in 1895; ^^^ ^^ attendance on the 25-cent days 17,290 
in 1896, against 16,710 in 1895; making a total of 32,776 admissions 
in 1896, compared with 33,622 in 1895. It should be noted, how- 
ever, that this number includes students, artists and others who pass 
through the turnstile, and does not represent the income from that 
source. It is pleasant to report that the building was more frequently 
visited by students and artists than in previous years. The Trustees 
take pleasure in reporting an increase to the endowment fund 
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10 Cincinnati Museum Association. 

amounting to $485.00, bequeathed to the Association by Miss Augusta 
L. Harbeson. 

Your attention is particularly called to the remarks of the Director 
on the necessity of additional room. The experience of each year 
impresses this fact more and more strongly upon your Board. Some 
measure must be taken to build one of the wings. 

We regret to say that there is little increase in the number of 
Annual Members, the receipts from that source for the past year being 
$1,460. Your Board is considering the advisability of devoting to 
the purchase of works of art for the Museum such parts of the receipts 
from annual memberships as may not be needed in meeting the gen- 
eral expense of the Museum, hoping that possibly the time may 
ultimately come when the income from other sources may allow the 
use of all of this fund for that purpose. Should this action be taken, 
it would be with the hope that expenditures of this kind would attract 
other subscribers, who would like to contribute to the growth of the 
collections in the Museum. The annual membei'ship ticket, issued for 
$10, admits the bearer and his family, and those of his household to 
the Museum during the year. Your Board believes that the Museum 
is one of the most useful public institutions in Cincinnati, and that it 
ought to receive much more general support from those who are inter- 
ested in the promotion of culture in our city. They believe also that 
this support will come when the people at large realize more fully the 
value of this Museum and school to the city in the mere attraction of 
business to it The Association has accumulated property represent- 
ing at a moderate estimate a cost of $1,326,987.15, and is yet in its 
infancy. The proper support on the part of our citizens will make it 
a center of powerful influence upon the art of the western country.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR. 



To report upon the condition of the Museum without reasserting 
the need of an extension of the building, would be to omit mention of 
the most positive embarrassment to the progress of the institution. 
The collections have so far outgrown the capacity of the building, that 
most of its galleries contain quite twice what they should for effective 
display. Much of the impressiveness of groups of objects is lost for 
want of the clear floor-space which is essential to their proper exhibi- 
tion. The cases occupy so much floor area that altogether too little 
remains for aisles. 

The portion of the Museum building available for the hanging of 
pictures consists of two galleries with skylight (one large and one 
smaller), one long gallery with side light, two smaller square galleries 
with side light, and two cabinets lighted by one window each. One 
of the two good galleries is necessarily used for special exhibits, in 
conjunction frequently with one of the adjoining smaller rooms. This 
necessarily prevents a permanent installation in these rooms, as the 
one or the other must repeatedly be dismantled to make space for the 
hanging of the temporary collections of pictures which the Museum 
must accommodate in the current exhibition work undertaken by it in 
common with other western museums. The labor of hanging the 
special exhibits is thus doubled and trebled, and means a serious loss 
of time to the small staff of the Museum. It also makes diflicult 
to the public the finding of pictures belonging to the permanent 
collection, and makes the compiling of catalogues, and their use, 
awkward. 

The galleries planned in the proposed extensions of the building, 
either to the east or north, would supply place for the hanging of not 
only the permanent collection of paintings, but would also accommo- 
date the Lessing Drawings, and others now in portfolios or framed 
and stored. The east wing contains also a group of galleries for 
special exhibitions, and provides for the detachment of these rooms 
from the permanent galleries during the confusion of hanging. 
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The record of special collections for the year 1896 is as follows: 

January 2nd : Qose of the exhibition of Representative Works 
of Contemporary Swedish Artists. 

January 5th to February 2nd: A Collection of 163 Paintings 
Representing the Glasgow School, some Danish Artists and others. 
The Danish pictures remaining until the end of February. 

March ist to 23rd : Four Hundred Japanese Paintings and Color 
Prints made during the Last Three Centuries. Lent by Mr. W. H. 
Ketcham, of New York. Professor E. F. Fenollosa, while in Cincin- 
nati lecturing on Japanese Art, under the auspices of the Rookwood 
Pottery, kindly gave a talk in the galleries of the Museum on the 
subject of these paintings and prints. 

March 25th to June 4th : A supplementary exhibition of three 
hundred and thu-ty-five additional Japanese color prints, also lent by 
Mr. Ketcham. 

May 1 6th to June 30th, extended to September ist by consent of 
the artists : The Annual Spring Exhibition of American Art. An 
interesting feature of this exhibition was the presence of pictures 
upon which prizes had lately been awarded in Boston, Philadelphia 
and New York. 

June ist to December 31st : A Group of Portraits (ninety, inclu- 
ding eighteen daguerreotypes of Henry Clay, Daniel Webster, etc.). 

October 24th to November ist: Exhibition of the National 
League of Mineral Painters. As a Museum prize the jury was 
authorized to expend fifty dollars in the purchase of one or more of 
the best pieces. Three vases decorated by Mr. T. Marshall Fry, Jr. , 
of New York, and a tray by Miss Laura A. Fry, of Cincinnati, thus 
became the property of the Museum. 

November 7th to December i6th : Photographs of the New 
Public Library in Boston, showing the building, its architectiu'al, 
sculptural, and pictorial decoration. 

December 19th to 31st (continuing into 1897): Water Colors, 
Pastels, Tempera, and Black and White — Pictures, Studies and 
Sketches (206). 

Catalogues of these collections were prepared, and with two 
exceptions were printed on the Museum press. 

In no preceding year have the collections and the library of the 
Museum been so freely used by artists and students as in 1896. 

Four fine portrait busts of Julius Csesar, Augustus, Tiberius and 
Caligula, together with handsome Egyptian rose granite pedestals, 
were presented to the Museum by Mr. L. B. Harrison and Mr. Alex- 
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ander McDonald. Mrs. Rufus King gave to the Museum the various 
objects previously deposited on loan ; among which, a marble bust of 
Mrs. Peter, and three Greek amphorae from the seventh to the fifth 
centuries B. C. Miss Mary Rawson gave, among other objects, two 
Egyptian bronze statuettes: Osiris, and Isis and Horus. A list of 
other gifts to the Museum will be found in the appendix, and with it 
a list of loans, among which the valuable collection of the Honorable 
John W. Book waiter continues conspicuous. Marked advance has 
been made in the collection of musical instruments, thanks to new 
contributions from Mr. W. H. Doane. To the section of ceramics 
have come important accessions by gift and loan, and the reinstallation 
of this section is in progress. The other collections have grown by 
additions here and there. The oil painting, ** Evening Stillness," 
by Karl Nordstrom, purchased by subscription from the Swedish 
Exhibition, was returned to the Museum in the summer of 1896, at 
the close of the exhibition circuit in Brooklyn. The list of sub- 
scribers was published in the annual report for 1895. 

In the Art Academy a Faculty was last spring formed of the five 
teachers of the life classes in drawing and painting and the two teach- 
ers of modeling and carving. This Faculty fixes the rules governing 
the admission of students, and their transfer from class to class, but 
.does not relieve the individual teacher of immediate responsibility for 
the conduct of the class to which he is assigned by the Director. 
Each teacher, being thus free in control of his class, will be account- 
able for results attained under his instruction. 

The rules adopted by the Faculty for the admission and transfer 
of students are of the most liberal nature. The pupil indicates his or 
her preference of a teacher, and satisfying that teacher enters at once 
into that class. This applies equally to the preparatory classes. A 
student having no choice is sent to the smallest class. A student 
desiring to be transferred from one class to another may change by 
consent of the two teachers. If that consent is withheld the student 
is entitled to appeal to the Faculty. 

The members of the Faculty in turn, each two weeks, visit the 
preparatory classes to offer such advice as may be desired by the 
teachers of those classes. This facilitates transfers into the life classes, 
besides bringing all of the teachers into pleasant relations. 

There proved to be no difficulty in the making up of classes 
under the new arrangement. Indeed, the classes formed themselves, 
and the teachers have had only to adapt themselves to the develop- 
ment of the students who applied to them. Each class has already a 
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distinct character, for which it is becoming known. Of the five life 
classes, one was from the start a figure class for men only ; one a class 
for women only ; one has been part of the time a mixed class, but for 
the rest a class for men; the two others have been mixed classes. 
This is partly the result of personal arrangement between teachers for 
the benefit of their students, securing in one case an actual inter- 
change of criticism at stated periods. A variety of influences may 
thus, by the cooperation of teachers, be brought to bear in a student's 
development 

Instruction in artistic anatomy, composition, illustration and 
designing is given in afternoon classes that are open to all. 

The discipline of the school is naturally better, as each teacher 
feels a distinct responsibility for his own room. This, together with 
an ** esprit de corps ^^^ based upon a proper rivalry, has given^j^to the 
school a more serious tone, which is reflected in the work. It is 
pleasant to report that the teachers find that this contentment of the 
students has made them easier to teach, or, rather, that they now 
develop faster. 

The staff of the Academy remains unchanged, except that Mr. 
J. H. Sharp, who was on furlough two years, returned from.^Paris. 
The list is published on another page. 

The awards of the scholarship committee for 1896 are published 
in the appendix. 

The number of tickets issued to students in 1896, includingjthe 
Summer Term, was 450, against 471 for 1895. The reduction^is 
attributed to the bad condition of business throughout the country. 
Many instances have been reported of students unable to rettum 
without aid.

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BY-LAWS. 



The Annual Meeting of the Association shall be held on the first 
Monday in March in each year. 

II. 

The JBoard shall elect annually from their own number a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Treasurer, and appoint a Director, a 
Secretary and a Cashier, and such other officers as may from time 
to time be deemed necessary, and define their duties and fix their 
compensation. 

III. 

The stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the second Tuesday of each monih, at 4 p. m. Special meetings 
may be called by the President, upon the written request of three 
members. 

IV. 

Five members of the Board shall constitute a quorum^ and it 
shall require five affirmative votes to approve any proposition. 



There shall be the following Standing Committees, of not less 
than four members each, to be appointed annually by the President, 
and the Director shall be ex-officio a member of such Committees as 
the President may designate :

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VI. 

The Treasurer and Cashier shall give bond in such sums as the 
Board of Trustees shall require. The Treasurer shall be the custodian 
of the endowment funds of the Association, and pay the income there- 
from each month to the Cashier. The Board shall designate the bank 
or banks where the funds of the Association shall be deposited. 

VII. 

The Cashier shall receive from the Treasurer the income from 
endowments and collect receipts from all other sources and deposit 
the same in the name of the Association in the designated bank or 
banks, to be disbursed on his check. He shall pay all bills after they 
have been audited by the Finance Committee and approved by the 
Board, and shall make a monthly report to the Board of receipts and 
expenditures. 

VIII. 

No object shall be received into the Museum without first having 
been accepted by the Committee on Classification, and then approved 
by the Board ; and no object shall be received on deposit condition- 
ally, except on the approval of the Board. No object which shall 
have been received, accepted and approved, as provided for in this 
article, shall ever be loaned by the Museum Association to any person 
or Association, or ever removed from the buildings of the Association 
for temporary exhibition elsewhere.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 

January ist, 1898. 
To the Shareholders: 

The fiscal reports of the Treasurer and Cashier, and the admin- 
istrative report of the Director, for 1897, are herewith submitted. 

The endowments remain unchanged. The total income received 
from investments amounted to $28,846.14. The income due but 
uncollected was at the end of the year $2,581.47, all belonging to the 
Museum. This the Trustees have taken steps to collect. The cor- 
responding delinquency at the end of 1896 was $1,640.98. The 
receipts from other sources bring the total in both departments up to 
$43»o9S*i6> against total expenditures of $43,441.97, leaving a deficit 
for the year, of $343.81. The receipts in the Academy exceeded the 
expenditures by $316.95, but in the Museum the deficit was $660.76. 

The total attendance at the Museum for the year 1897 was 33,62?, 
being a slight increase upon 1896, when it was 32,776. This attend- 
ance is distributed as follows :

These figures show a marked increase in the desirable attendance 
of students and artists caused largely by the special exhibitions during 
the year. From this educational and professional attendance the 
Museum derives no income. Nor does it from those who attend its 
receptions, whose numbers appear in the second item along with those 
coming to the Museum on business. The paying attendance of 18,033 
is slightly below that of 1896. This must be increased if the Museum 
is to be provided with funds necessary for the expansion both of its 
collections by purchase and of its administrative undertakings. 

The Annual Members for the last year were 158 against 146 for 
the previous year. Your Trustees have found so much difficulty in 
increasing this membership that they think it wise to adopt a new 
policy, to-wit: that of devoting the receipts from Annual Members 
for the next five years to the purchase of works of art for the Museum. 
We trust that citizens will become more interested when they realize 
that their contributions as Annual Members are to be expended for 
works of art for the Museum. We hope that the membership may 
thus be largely increased. There should be in this city one thousand 
Annual Members, who at $10.00 each would provide an annual income 
of $10,000.00, a considerable sum for the purchase of paintings and 
other objects of art. In five years this, would secure to the Museum a 
large and valuable collection. The Trustees can hardly afford to thus 
set aside this income, but they think it wise to make this change in 
order to stimulate public interest in the Museum. It is hoped that the 
new attention thus called to the growth of the Museum niay increase 
the receipts from general admissions to a point sufficient to meet all 
current expenses of administration. 

The Trustees have decided to also establish an Endowment Fund 
of which the income only shall be used in the purchase of works of art. 
Into this fund shall be placed all receipts from Patrons of the Museum. 
Anyone may become a Patron by the payment of one thousand dollars. 
The Patrons will be entitled to the privileges of the Museum for them- 
selves and families during the life of the original donor. The Trustees 
will also receive from Patrons, or others, sums of money to be invested 
as endowments for the purchase of any particular kind of works of art 
that may be agreed upon as falling properly within the classification 
of the Museum. 

For economy the Trustees hope to arrange that the City Park 
Department shall assume the care and expense of improving the 
grounds not required for buildings. The incorporators of the Museum 
Association never contemplated large expenditures upon grounds, and 
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all money so used is diverted from the essential purposes of the 
Museum Association. This economy is rendered all the more imper- 
ative from the fact that the income of the Museum has for the past year 
not been sufficient to pay its current expenses. 

In the Art Academy the tuition fees for 1897 amounted to 
$6,587.00, against $6,277.00, or more than for any year since 1892.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR. 



Again must the people of Cincinnati be reminded that their 
Museum is sufiering for want of room, and that the accessions of each 
year increase the difficulties and ezpepse of administration. A Museum 
cannot stand still ; it must advance, or slip back. The accumulation 
of collections may go on, but necessarily at a slower rate when donors 
cannot be assured a proper and prompt display of their gifts. Nor 
can exhibits satisfactorily impress their lessons upon visitors without a 
sufficient extent of floor and wall space. These are the embarassments 
due to a building now much too small for its contents. 

The gifts for the year 1897 appear under forty-five heads, and 
comprise two hundred and ninety- eight objects, of which a list is 
appended to this report The Section of Ceramics received large 
accessions to its collections of Oriental porcelain and pottery, and of 
ancient and modem glass. The Section of Sculpture received an 
important gift from the sculptor, Mr. Charles H. Niehaus, in the 
models for the Sherman Monument and the Hahnemann Monument. 
The facts that Mr. Niehaus was formerly a resident of Cincinnati, and 
was a pupil of the art school here, add to the interest of this donation 
from a foremost American sculptor. Among the noteworthy gifts of 
pictures is the ''Renegade Apaches," a large oil painting by Mr. 
H. F. Farny, presented by Mrs. Henriette Billing. Prior to this the 
Museum had not owned a representative canvas by Mr. Farny. 

The donation of the painting, **To Join the Brimming River," 
by Mr. William Wendt, given by the Artists' Fund, deserves attention 
as being the first of a series of gifts proposed by the artists of Cin- 
dnnati as a record from year to year of current art. The picture was 
selected by a committee of artists as representing the drift of the 
Society of Western Artists' First Annual Exhibition. The same artists 
have selected a second painting from the same society's second 
exhibition, which happened to fall into the end of the same year, and 
they hope to be able to buy and present this also to the Museum. 
The movement is interesting as the possible means of securing well- 
chosen examples of each year's American art, and thus gradually 
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forming a valuable historical collection. Its success is therefore 
heartily to be wished for. 

From Mr. Frederick G. Huntington was received a series of 
photographs and prints useful for reference. Miss Clara B. Fletcher 
gave three volumes of etchings by Piranesi. Mr. J. C. Thorns gave a 
bronze Buddha and two small figures from India. 

The Library received accessions from many individuals and 
institutions, whose names appear in an appendix. 

The number of new loans to the various departments and sections 
of the Museum during 1897 was one hundred and thirteen, comprising 
a large number of objects. The number of loans remaining over from 
previous yearS continues to grow. The objects thus on deposit in the 
Museum add materially to the interest of its galleries. The valuable 
collections of the Hon. John W. Bookwalter continue conspicuous for 
their richness and variety. In an appendix is a complete list of loans 
now in the Museum. 

The usual work upon the various collections in improving classi- 
fication and installation, and in cataloguing and labeling, has pro- 
gressed as time permitted. More has been done in the Section of 
Ceramics than elsewhere, with the result that a more agreeable dis- 
position of cases has been brought about, so that the collections here 
may now be fairly well studied, notwithstanding the insufficient light 
and floor space to which this important section must be confined until 
an extension of the building shall provide suitable exhibition rooms» 

The Library of the Museum, though small, is consulted with 
increasing frequency by pupils of the Art Academy and by students 
and others seeking information upon particular subjects in the fine 
arts, architecture, decoration, and the whole range of the Museum's 
collections. No restriction is placed upon the use of the books in the 
Library reading room, but no books are allowed to be taken out. 
With this freedom it is impossible to keep an exact record of the 
number of volumes consulted, but it has exceeded thirty on some days 
and rarely falls below ten. 

As supplementary to the permanent collections the Museum has 
continued to provide a series of special exhibits, of which the record 
for the year 1897 is as follows :

10. December ist, continuing into 1898. Comparative Exhibi- 
tion of Paintings with a view to explaining certain changes 
in the art of painting since the early Renaissance, and 
more particularly the innovations of the Nineteenth 
Century. 

Catalogues of these collections were prepared and issued from 
the Museum Press. 

In the Art Academy the Faculty system has worked through a 
second year with no friction whatever, and seems to satisfy both stu- 
dents and teachers. There is an evident gain in the quality of study, 
resulting from the greater responsibility felt by the individual teacher 
and the individual student. The corps of teachers remains unchanged, 
with the same arrangement of classes. A change was made in the 
manner of awarding scholarships, which are now given to talented 
students upon evidence of their need of financial help. Having there- 
fore ceased to be in any sense prizes open for public competition, and 
having become eleemosynary, as was originally intended, it was thought 
inadvisable to publish the names of applicants, some of whom had felt 
reluctant to disclose their need. Hence the Trustees authorized 
the granting of this financial aid under an arrangement between the 
Academy Committee, the Director and the Faculty. More money is 
needed for this aid. It is hoped that in time special endowments may 
provide scholarships of from two or more hundred dollars each, dowjn 
to as little as fifty dollars, which, together with free tuition, is found 
enough to relieve some cases. 

The number of tickets issued to students in 1897, including the 
summer term, was 494, against 450 in 1896.

L ENDOWMENT FUND. 

The income only to be expended. Into this shall be funded 
receipts from Patrons of the Museum. Any person may become a 
Patron upon payment of one thousand dollars. 

Patrons shall during life be admitted without charge at all times 
when the Museum may be open to the public. They, and the mem- 
bers of their immediate families, shall enjoy all the privileges of Annual 
Membership, without further payment, during the life of the Patron. 

Contributions to this Endowment Fund may be made directly by 
persons desiring to give otherwise than as Patrons, and Special Funds 
may thus be created for the extension of the Museum collections in 
some particular line approved by the Trustees. 

II. ANNUAL PURCHASE FUND. 

The receipts from Annual Members for the five years beginning 
with 1898 shall be set aside as a fund to be expended in the purchase 
of works of art, the receipts of each year to be spent within the year, 
or as soon thereafter as it may become possible to acquire desirable 
objects. 

The longer continuance of this practice will depend upon the 
degree of support given to the Museum by the public, for it will 
remain possible only so long as the income of the Museum from other 
sources may suffice to meet the growing expense of maintaining the 
institution as it may enlarge from year to year.

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BY-LAWS. 



I. 

The Annual Meeting of the Association shall be held on the first 
Monday in March in each year. 

II. 

The Board shall elect annually from their own number a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Treasurer, and appoint a Director, a 
Secretary and a Cashier, and such other officers as may from time 
to time be deemed necessary, and define their duties and fix their 
compensation. 

III. 

The stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the second Tuesday of each month, at 4 p. m. Special meetings 
may be called by the President, upon the written request of three 
members. 

IV. 

Five members of the Board shall constitute a quorum, and it 
shall require five affirmative votes to approve any proposition. 



There shall be the following Standing Committees, of not less 
than four members each, to be appointed annually by the President, 
and the Director shall be ex-officio a member of such Committees as 
the President may designate : 



I. Finance. 


4. Classification. 


2. Law. 


5. Art Academy. 


3. Buildings and Grounds. 
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VI. 

The Treasurer and Cashier shall give bond in such sums as the 
Board of Trustees shall require. The Treasurer shall be the custodian 
of the endowment funds of the Association, and pay the income there- 
from each month to the Cashier. The Board shall designate the bank 
or banks where the funds of the Association shall be deposited. 

VII. 

The Cashier shall receive from the Treasurer the income from 
endowments and collect receipts from all other sources and deposit 
the same in the name of the Association in the designated bank or 
banks, to be disbursed on his check. He shall pay all bills after they 
have been audited by the Finance Committee and approved by the 
Board and shall make a monthly report to the Board of receipts and 
expenditures. 

VIII. 

No object shall be received into the Museum without first having 
been accepted by the Committee on Classification, and then approved 
by the Board ; and no object shall be received on deposit condition- 
ally, except on the approval of the Board. No object which shall 
have been received, accepted and approved, as provided for in this 
article, shall ever be loaned by the Museum Association to any person 
or Association, or ever removed from the buildings of the Association 
for temporary exhibition elsewhere. 

IX. 

These By-laws may be altered or amended at any stated meeting 
of the Board of Trustees. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 

January ist, 1899. 
To the Shareholders : 

This report must begin with a record of the death of one of your 
Trustees. Julius Dexter, on the 21st of October, 1898. From the 
beginning Julius Dexter was among those most active in all the under- 
takings that gradually led up to the establishment of the Cincinnati 
Museum Association, and upon its incorporation in 1881 he became 
a Trustee, was elected Treasurer, and served as such continuously 
until his death If we hesitate to weigh and set a value upon the 
devoted service of those long years, we but follow his own inclination, 
and respect his wish, when we accept in silence this premature closing 
of a career so intimately connected with this Association. 

The Board has elected Mr. W. W. Taylor Treasurer and has 
chosen Mr. D. H. Holmes Trustee in place of Mr. Dexter. 

The fiscal reports of the Treasurer and Cashier, and the admin- 
istrative report of the Director, for the year 1898, are herewith sub- 
mitted. The endowments remain unchanged. There is a slight 
increase of capital from the reissue of stock. The Trustees at the 
December meeting reduced to the nommal sum of one dollar the charge 
for shares thus reissued. To meet the total expenditures of the year, 
which were $41,198.22, it was necessary to use $2,431.34 of surplus, 
the available receipts being only $38,766. 88. A summary of accounts 
published herewith explains these figures in detail, showing that the 
income and expenditures in the Academy Department are normal, the 
shortage of but $244.35 being accounted for in the slight diminution 
of tuition fees compared with the preceding year. 

In the Museum Department the income collected from invest- 
ments was $10,440.94, which is approximately $4,000 below the total 
called for by the investments. The total of delinquent income was 
therefore $6,486.96 on the 31st of December, 1898. The Treasurer's 
report shows this to be due from real estate investments. The delay is 
accounted for by the general depression in the value and earning 
power of real estate during recent years. The Trustees have taken 
steps to secure this delinquent interest. 

In the annual report for 1897 announcement was made that the 
receipts from Annual Members were to be set apart from the funds 
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available for the administration expense of the Museum, and were to 
l)e used in the purchase of works of art. In 1898 the fees of members 
amounted to $1,410, of which $950 were spent as proposed, leaving a 
balance of $460 in this purchase fund on January ist, 1899. Instead 
of the increase in Annual Members hoped for by the Trustees, there 
was a decline from 158 to 141. More public interest ought to be 
shown in this undertaking to establish a fund for enriching the 
Museum by the purchase of works of art. There should be not only 
many more members contributing to this fund to make it really effec- 
tive, but there must be also many more visitors, in order that the 
turnstile receipts may be so increased as to make possible the contin- 
uance of this use of the annual membership fees.

The Society of Natural History of Cincinnati has been in con- 
ference with your Trustees concerning the establishment of an ade- 
quate Natural History Museum, in which to place as a nucleus the 
valuable collections now in the building of the Society of Natural 
History on Broadway, where they are liable to destruction by fire. 
The Cincinnati Museum Association was incorporated ** for the pur- 
pose of establibhing and maintaining in Cincinnati a Museum wherein 
may be gathered, preserved and exhibited valuable and interesting 
objects of fVfry kind and nature^ and for the further purpose of using 
the contents of said museum for education through the establishment of 
classes and otherwise, as may be found expedient." The subsequent 
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agreement with the City for the use of land in Eden Park refers to the 
building of " a museum for the preservation and exhibition of works of 
nature andart^'* which the Cincinnati Museum Association shall "for- 
ever maintain and control — together with said grounds for said pur- 
poses." The evident intention of these articles of incorporation and of 
this agreement was to make the Cincinnati Museum Association the 
properly constituted custodian of the various museum interests of the 
city. The scope of our work being so comprehensive it is our duty 
to provide a Natural History Museum whenever funds for building 
and maintenance shall be entrusted to us. Your Trustees have there- 
fore agreed to establish a Natural History Department and to hold 
separate and apart any funds that may be given to the Cincinnati 
Museum Association for that purpose. This department will be on 
a footing similar to that of the Academy Department. As the present 
buildings of the Association are already much overtaxed by the work 
now demanded of them, and must be extended for that, it is evident 
that the first step toward a Natural History Department must be a 
building fund. The fiscal report shows that the Association has no 
money for building, and can barely carry its present maintenance 
expense. Hence the second step toward a Natural History Depart- 
ment must be an endowment fund. It is estimated that the new 
department will require an outlay of $125,000 for building, and an 
endowment of $125,000 producing not less than $5,000 annually. 

There is no douht that a Natural History Department thus 
equipped will be of vast service to the citizens of Cincinnati, not only 
for educational purposes, but as contributing aid directly to manufactur- 
ing and commercial enterprises which under modern conditions depend 
each year more and more upon a knowledge of the natural sciences 
underlying those enterprises. A further discussion of the question 
appears in the Directors* report. The purpose here is to place the 
subject before the shareholders of this Association and the citizens of 
Cincinnati as one of large importance. 

In presenting the plan for this Natural History Department, we 
do not overlook the positive need of other extensions of the Museum 
building for its art collections. This subject has for several years 
been urged upon you in the annual reports, and must again be insisted 
on. We hope that the Cincinnati Museum Association may shortly 
receive its share of the business prosperity of our community through 
the contribution of funds for building and other purposes

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR. 



In the administration of the Museum during the year 1898, the 
most difficult problems grew out of the fact, often heretofore presented 
to you, that the building is by far too small for the collections. The 
condition has now become so serious that hardly a room remains in 
which there is less than twice what the room can properly show. 
Hence, the objects fail often to clearly stamp their lessons upon the 
visitor, specimens being seen from too near, or being so crowded 
that confused impressions result from seeing too many things at once. 
Funhermore, a large number of objects must be stored. In the effort 
to place new accessions much labor is wasted by changes of installa- 
tion that would be avoided in galleries of sufficient size. 

As if to further emphasize the utter inadequacy of the Museum 
building to the demands made upon it, we are now properly asked to 
provide room for an entirely new series of collections. 

The proposal to establish a Natural History Department is dis- 
cussed in the Report of the Trustees from the financial point of view. 
In an administrative sense such a department would be coordinate 
with the Art Academy, and its control and management would be 
similarly vested in a Committee on Natural History and the Director 
of the Cincinnati Museum Association. It is proposed, however, 
that this committee of five shall contain two representatives named by 
the Society of Natural History of Cincinnati, the other members being 
two Trustees and the Director of the Museum Association. It is 
hoped thus to secure and to keep alive the interest of the members 
of the Society of Natural History. This interest will be furthered by 
appointing as honorary curators such members of the Society as may 
be able and willing to look after special collections. The direct 
custody of the Natural History Museum will be in the hands of a 
Curator of Natural History, who will be responsible to the Director, 
the Committee, and the Board of Trustees. An organization of this 
character would seem to secure the scientific efficiency required for 
the Department, and also a control by the Trustees equal to any con- 
tingency likely to arise. 
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From an administrator's point of view the estimates of $125,000 
for building and $125,000 for endowment are very moderate, when 
one considers the importance of the undertaking. The building might 
contain about 45,000 square feet, and the annual income for mainten- 
ance would be about $5,000, which would be absorbed in salaries, 
heating, cases, care-taking, and so forth. A lower estimate of cost of 
maintenance can not safely be made. Indeed, the existing Museum 
plant alone makes possible so low a figure. As an independent insti- 
tution on the scale proposed, the Natural History Museum would cost 
far more for both building and maintenance. 

The scientific material now on deposit with the Society of Natural 
History in its building on Broadway is varied and valuable, represent- 
ing many years of accumulation, and all is at the risk of complete 
destruction by fire at any moment. Because of this fire risk, the 
smallness of the building, and its inadaptability to Museum uses, and 
the dirt, a number of very important private collections have not been 
taken there by their owners. These, we are assured, will be sent at 
once to the Natural History Museum herein proposed. If the citizens 
of Cincinnati fail to provide such a Museum, these private collections 
will ere long be disposed of either by sale or gift to other cities having 
Museums suitable for their preservation. This will be a serious loss 
to students here of natural science in the future, some of the collections 
representing the life work of noted specialists. Other cities will gladly 
take what we fail to provide for. 

The lack of a museum of natural science is felt by this commu- 
nity, and will be felt still more. Without it our manufacturers can not 
hope to keep pace with those of more favored cities, for the day has 
passed when the manufacturer can go far without the aid of the most 
expert scientists, and the scientist can not remain efficient without a 
museum full of scientific specimens near at hand. All manner of raw 
materials are to be examined, classified, tested, recorded, and preserved 
for future reference. Whatever may be the industry, a reliably scien- 
tific collection of the raw materials used in it, and of its products, can 
not fail of lasting service. This leads to the step even beyond natural 
history museums which has lately been taken in other cities toward 
commercial museums. These museums occupy an intermediate place, 
partly scientific, partly industrial, partly artistic. 

I have referred first to the manufacturer's interest in museums of 
natural science because it places the support of museums in the light 
of an investment for a business return, which is a point of view from 
which museums are regarded in European communities — museums of 
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art as well as of science. But, after all, of greater importance is the 
purely educational influence of the museum. Natural science is taught 
in our schools through text books. Now, everyone knows how much 
more impressive is the object itself than any illustration of it. Then, 
how do you think the educational advantages of our school children, 
youth, and mature citizens, compare with those of other cities in which 
there are natural history museums ? Lack of opportunity for education 
means in the end lower education— less command of our faculties — 
which means a poorer use of life than is open to the citizens of other 
communities. Are we willing to face that condition without revolting 
against it, and rising to remedy it ? At least let us realize the facts, 
and look for means of improvement. The Cincinnati Museum Asso- 
ciation will do its part, if citizens will provide the necessary funds and 
the moral support. 

Under the resolution of the Trustees, setting aside the fees of 
Annual Members as a fund for the purchase of works of art, the 
Museum was able to buy two important paintings by American artists, 
namely: **The Woman in Pink and Green," by Mr. Edmund C. 
Tarbell, and '* Pearl Clouds, Moonlight," by Mr. Edward F. Rook. 
These canvases formed part of the Fifth Annual Exhibition of Anaer- 
ican Art, opened here on the 2 ist of May, 1898. While the fund thus 
available each year is small, the purchases that can be made with it in 
a series of years will be important additions to the collections. Prob- 
ably the safest use of the fund will be in the purchase of current works 
of art, selected with a careful consideration of qualities that are likely 
to prove of lasting value artistically. 

The Reports of the Trustees and of the Treasurer should con- 
vince anyone familiar with Museum administration that sooner or later 
much larger resources must be had in order that the institution may 
be administered to greater educational advantage. 

In connection with new installation many new labels have been 
written, the catalogue records have been carried forward, and cato- 
logues of special exhibits have been written, and printed on the Museum 
press. 

Complete lists of the gifts and loans appear in the appendix. A 
glance at these will show how much the Museum owes each year to 
these contributors to its collections. Among the loans that of the 
Honorable John W. Bookwalter remains the most important. 

As heretofore the permanent collections were from time to time 
supplemented by temporary exhibitions, as follows : 
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1. Comparative Exhibition of Painting. Continued from 1897. 

2. Fifth Annual Exhibition of American Art: Painting, Sculp- 

ture, Decorative Work, etc. From May 21st to July 5th. 
Continued with few exceptions to September 15th. 

3. Paintings by Mr. E. W. D. Hamilton, of Boston. From 

October 8th to 31st. 

4. Paintings by Mr. L. H. Meakin, of Cincinnati. From No- 

vember 19th to December i8th. 

5. Third Annual Exhibition of the Society of Western Artists. 

From December 23rd, 1898, to January 23rd, 1899. 

In the Art Academy 447 tickets were issued to students during 
1898. The corps of teachers and the arrangement of classes remain 
the same. The system of individual responsibility, established three 
years ago, continues to produce results satisfactory to teachers and 
students.

I. ENDOWMENT FUND. 

The income only to be expended. Into this shall be funded 
receipts from Patrons of the Museum. Any person may become a 
Patron upon payment of one thousand dollars. 

Patrons shall during life be admitted without charge at all times 
when the Museum may be open to the public. They, and the mem- 
bers of their immediate families, shall enjoy all the privileges of Annual 
Membership, without further payment, during the life of the Patron. 

Contributions to this Endowment Fund may be made directly by 
persons desiring to give otherwise than as Patrons, and Special Funds 
may thus be created for the extension of the Museum collections in 
some particular line approved by the Trustees. 

II. ANNUAL PURCHASE FUND. 

The receipts from Annual Members for the five years beginning 
with 1898 will be set aside as a fund to be expended in the purchase 
of works of art, the receipts of each year to be spent within the year, 
or as soon thereafter as it may become possible to acquire desirable 
objects. 

The longer continuance of this practice will depend upon the 
degree of support given to the Museum by the public, for it will 
remain possible only so long as the income of the Museum from other 
sources may suffice to meet the growing expense of maintaining the 
institution as it may enlarge from year to year.

Under the name of the Art Academy of Cincinnati, the Cin- 
cinnati Museum Association maintains a school for the study of art. 
For the support of this school separate endowment funds are held, 
and only such tuition fees are charged the students as will make up 
the difference between the income from these endowment funds and 
the cost of conducting the school.

The Treasurer and Cashier shall give bond in such sums as the 
Board of Trustees shall require.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 

January ist, 1900. 
To the Shareholders: 

The fiscal reports of the Treasurer and Cashier, and the Direc- 
tor's report on administration for 1899, are herewith submitted. The 
endowments of the Museum Department remain unchanged. The 
Academy has received an additional endowment of $10,000 to aid 
students requiring financial assistance. The gross receipts of income 
from all sources were $38,660.72 ; the gross expenditures for adminis- 
tration were $39,070.27. The difference represents an encroachment 
of $409.55 on the surplus. This was in the Museum Department. 
The deficit in 1898 was $2,432.34. This improvement results from 
the collection of $1,285.60 more on income account, and a reduction 
of expenditures in the Museum and Academy Departments. 

The fiscal reports show in detail the sources of income and the 
directions of expenditures. The income from investments in the 
the Museum Department is still short of what the endowments should 
produce. The amount of delinquent income on December 31st, 
1899, ^^ $9)344-8o against $6,486.96 at the end of 1899, the in- 
crease being on Investments Nos. 7 and 15.* The real estate upon 
which Investment No. 7 was made will shortly be sold to satisfy the 
claim of the Association, the full amount of which we hope to realize. 
In the case of Investment No. 15 a partial adjustment has been 
effected, some rent has been received for the current year, and a final 
settlement is at hand. Investment No. 5, $22,500, will shortly be 
repaid, and $26,000 of the principal is to be reinvested at 4 per cent., 
reducing the prospective income. It has been difficult 1 " " 
factory permanent investments at a sufficient rate of 
$11,500 of principal, though the temporary loan of this a 
surplus has yielded some income for this year.

When the Trustees announced in the Annual Report for 1897, 
that for a period of five years they would devote the receipts from 
Annual Members to the purchase of works of art for the Museum 
they hoped that this would lead to a considerable increase in the 
membership. In this they regret to say they have been disappointed. 
The number of members for the year 1899 was 134, a loss of 7 com- 
pared with 1898. Of the funds thus collected $900.00 were actually 
expended in the course of the year in the purchase of two important 
paintings by American artists. The unexpended balance in this pur- 
chase fund on the ist of January, 1900, is $860.00. To have 
thus set aside the annual membership fees for a specific purpose other 
than for the maintenance of the Museum was a distinct sacrifice, and 
has led to a necessary encroachment upon the surplus accumulated out 
of the income during the preceding years. As has been stated else- 
where in this report the income from the endowments in the Museum 
Department has for several years fallen below the amount needed for 
the support of the institution, and unless this income shall increase it 
will hardly be possible at the end of the period of five years to con- 
tinue to use the Annual Membership funds except for maintenance. 
The Trustees hope, however, that the income from endowments may 
become larger and that the receipts at the door for admissions may in- 
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crease through a larger public attendance at the Museum, so that the 
Annual Membership contributions may still be devoted to the present 
purpose. They hope that the members may in the end become inter- 
ested in this use of their contributions, and that in that case they will 
persuade others to join them in the efforts to enlarge the membership, 
and thus materially enrich the collections. 

In the last annual report reference was made to the proposed 
establishment of a Department of Natural History, and the reasons 
why a Natural History Museum ought to be maintained by this Asso- 
ciation were fully stated. The project depends as a matter of course 
upon the receipt of funds for building and endowment from such 
public spirited citizens as may care to provide for our city a properly 
equipped Natural History Museum. As these funds have not yet 
been received the matter remains dormant.

M. ROCHESTER, 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR. 



The most important occurrence in the affairs of the Association 
in the year 1899 is a gift to the Art Academy which, for evident rea- 
sons, is but mentioned in the report submitted by the President for the 
Trustees. This is the Louise Ingalls Memorial Fund of $10,000, 
given by Mr. and Mrs. M. £. Ingalls in memory of their daughter. 
The fund is invested in a 6 per cent perpetual ground rent, of which 
the income shall be devoted to the aid of students in the Art Academy. 
The usefulness of this fund is so apparent that we need not dwell upon 
that aspect, nor must we intrude upon the sacred family feeling that 
prompted it, but it is proper that attention be called to the public 
spirit of this gift, adding as it does to the effectiveness of the Academy 
in art training. 

The general administration of the Museum and Academy for the 
year 1899 presents little for special comment in this report. The work 
of both departments has been carried further along the familiar lines. 
The installation, labeling, and cataloguing of collections has pro- 
gressed. Much needed repairing and painting have been done about 
the building. The north corridor upstairs has been divided into three 
galleries, with a gain of hanging space on the cross-walls and an 
improvement in the distribution of the side light 

Again must attention be called to the painfully inadequate exhibi- 
tion room in the present building, which is overcrowded in every part. 
In the carrying out of plans proposed last year for the construction of 
either the east wing or the north wing no step has been taken, for the 
want of means. If the Association is to do its proper work in the 
community, buildings must be added, together with endowment funds 
or other means of support. 

During the second year for which the fees received from Annual 
Members were to be devoted to buying works of art, two important 
paintings by American artists were acquired. They are Mr. Joseph 
DeCamp's "Woman Drying her Hair" and Mr. Childe Hassam's 
'* Pont Royal, Paris." Each represents at his best an artist in the 
front rank of contemporary American painting, and both pictures were 
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notable in some of the best exhibitions of the year. Both formed 
part of our Sixth Annual Exhibition of American Art, which opened 
here on the 20th of May, 1899. The character of this exhibition was 
high — surpassing those that had preceded it, and comparing well with 
older established exhibitions in other cities. The number of works 
shown was 197. By selecting from exhibitions preceding it in other 
cities some of the most important canvases, the Director was able 
through the courtesy of artists to seciu-e a collection of high quality 
for its numbers, and at the moderate expenditure that lies within the 
present means of the Association. The fact that the Museum in 1898 
bought two paintings, and in 1899 bought two more, tends to encour- 
age American artists to exhibit here. A small number of other works 
were sold to mdividuals, whose appreciation thus expressed gives 
tangible hope to the American artist.

A list of gifts and loans is printed in the appendix. Of the loans, 
the most important continues to be the Hon. John W. Book waiter's 
collection. 

The educational work in the Academy has on the whole satisfac- 
torily met the existing conditions. Students have been developed in 
various lines and appear to have made a sound advance. The number 
of tickets issued in 1899 was 453; for the regular term 427, and for 
the summer term 26. 

We regret that the death of Mr. Louis T. Rebisso is to be recorded 
as having occurred on the ist of May, 1899, after a faithful service as 
teacher of modeling for the long term of nearly twenty-five years, 
during which his devotion to the Academy deserves our sincere appre- 
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cialion. To the place thus vacated Mr. Clement J. Barnhorn was 
appointed. Mr. Barnhorn began his studies in the Academy, matured 
himself by years of work here, then studied for five years in Paris on 
a special scholarship. Excellent professional training and unusual 
seriousness of purpose fit him admirably for the position he has taken 
in the Academy. 

The corps of teachers remains otherwise the same as m the pre- 
ceding year.

Under the name of the Art Academy of Cincinnati, the Cin- 
cinnati Museum Association maintains a school for the study of art. 
For the support of this school separate endowment funds arc held, 
and only such tuition fees are charged the students as will make up 
the difference between the income from these endowment funds and 
the cost of conducting the school.

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BY-LAWS. 



The Annual Meeting of the Association shall be held on the first 
Monday in March in each year. 

n. 

The Board shall elect annually from their own number a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Treasurer, and appoint a Director, a Secre- 
tary and a Cashier, and such other officers as may from time to time be 
deemed necessary, and define their duties and fix their compensation. 

III. 

The stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the second Tuesday of each month, at 4 p. u. Special meetings 
may be called by the President, upon the written request of three 
members* 

IV. 

Five members of the Board shaU constitute a quorum, and it 
shall require five affirmative votes to approve any proposition. 

V. 

There shall be the following Standing Committees, of not less 
than four members each, to be appointed annually by the President, 
and the Director shall be ex^fficio a member of such Committees as 
the President may designate: 

I. finance. 4. Classification, 

a. Law. 5. Art Academy. 

3. Buildings and Grounds. 
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VI. 

The Treasurer and Cashier shall give bond in such sums as the 
Board of Trustees shall require. The Treasurer shall be the custodian 
of the endowment funds of the Association, and pay the income there- 
from each month to the Cashier. The Board shall designate the bank 
or banks where the funds of the Association shall be deposited. 

VII. 

The Cashier shall receive from the Treasurer the income from 
endowments and collect receipts from all other sources and deposit 
the same in the name of the Association in the designated bank or 
banks, to be disbursed on his check. He shall pay all bills after they 
have been audited by the Finance Committee and approved by the 
Board and shall make a monthly report to the Board of receipts and 
expenditures. 

VIII. 

No object shall be received into the Museum without first having 
been accepted by the Committee on Classification, and then approved 
by the Board; and no object shall be received on deposit condition- 
ally, except on the approval of the Board. No object which shall 
have been received, accepted and approved, as provided for in this 
article, shall ever be loaned by the Museum Association to any person 
or Association, or ever removed from the buildings of the Association 
for temporary exhibition elsewhere.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 

January ist, 190X. 
T0 the Shareholders: 

The Trustees present herewith the reports relating to the fiscal 
afiGurs and the administration for the year 1900. The report of the 
Treasurer has reference entirely to the various investments and the 
income therefrom. The report of the Cashier shows also the receipts 
from all other sources and the year's expenditures for general adminis- 
tration and on account of ftmds restricted to special purposes. A 
page entitled Summary of Accounts shows the net result of the year's 
transactions of all kinds. 

Several important changes of investments were made during the 
year, with a consequent loss of interest for the time. At the end of 
the year the invested funds have been brought into such shape as to 
earn about $1,500 more in 1901 than in 1900. The principal improve- 
ment comes from the settlement of an old mortgage loan on the Canal 
Elevator realty. This property was sold at a net loss to the Associa- 
tion of $1,336.28 on account of principal. This loss the Trustees 
made good out of surplus general income. The reinvestment of this 
and other funds is made at a necessarily lower rate of interest, between 
four and five per cent, where it formerly was six. As the endowment 
funds have for many years not been increased, except in one instance 
for a special and restricted purpose, the lowering rate of interest 
seriously cramps the administration. 

The present work of the Association can hardly be conducted on 
a more economical basis. In 1900 the gross receipts were $41,331.80, 
or $833.06 less than the gross expenditures. This includes the special 
as well as the general funds. The income of all kinds available for 
general administration expense fell short $3,178.90, but this includes 
$500 attorney's fees in the Canal Elevator case. The estimates for 
1901 show an expected increase of perhaps $1,500 of income from 
investments belonging to the Museum Department The admission 
receipts form a small part of the income ($3,849.05), and are not 
likely to fluctuate greatly. The fees received from Annual Members 
show a gratifying gain, from $1,330 to $1,610. But as these are for 
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two years more to be stiU devoted tolelj to the purchase of works of 
art, none can be used for administration 

The Museum Department is therefore seriouslj in need of new 
endowments. This is made all the more imperatiye bj the foct that 
a very important gift for building purposes has been proposed to the 
Board from one of its members, Mr. J. G. Schmidlapp, in the name 
of his daughter, Emma B. Schmidlapp. The intention is to erect on 
the north of the Museum building, and connecting with its entrance 
hall, a structure destined to accommodate the library. The building 
will be conceived as a library, but will so adapt itself to Museum pur- 
poses that parts not required for books may be used for sculpture, 
paintings or other objects. Certain questi<ms connected therewith 
have led to the consideration of a general plan for the extension of 
the buildings, of which the one now proposed shall form a omsistent 
part. Sufficient advance has not yet been made to allow at present 
a more definite announcement as to the actual plan and style of the 
new building. It will, however, be a very important addition, of 
considerable size and with unusual architectural beauty, and will place 
our people under lasting obligation to Mr. Schmidlapp, who gives 
new expression to the generous public spirit in which Charles W. West, 
Joseph Longworth, Reuben R. Springer, David Sinton, and others 
established the Museum and Academy for the good of our city. 

In administering this large trust since the incorpcnration of the 
Cincinnati Museum Association, in 1 88 1, the Trustees have sought to 
build up the institution conservatively. Different from other American 
Museums, they have not incurred debt through forcing its develop- 
ment, but have preferred to see it grow healthfully in response to the 
needs and the support of the community. This policy assumes that 
from time to time other citizens will join the illustrious group of its 
patrons in order that it may continue to keep step in the advancement 
of our city in education and culture. 

The many needs of the Association arise from the fact that its 
usefulness to the city is so many-sided. The Museum is the recog- 
nized depository for any and all kinds of objects that may possess 
artistic, scientific, or historic value to the community. The broadness 
of its field will therefore necessitate a constant enlargement of the 
buildings for years to come. The general plan which will be published 
later in the season will show what seem to be the most desirable lines 
of extension. A department that should not escape your attention is 
that of Natural History. In former reports we have dwelt upon the 
requirements of that department and the good it will do in the city. 
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The Art Academj has reached a point where die opportunitiet it 
presents to students have been incceased beyond what the income 
warrants. The student is now receiving for a tuition fee of $9o in the 
day classes, and $5 at night, a fourfidd return in actual money 
expended by the institution. The endowments make this possible to 
a fixed point. The tuitions, being tbt only other source of income, 
may need to be increased firom twenty to twenty-fire dollars for the ' 
day classes, leaving die night fee unchanged. 

The attendance at the Museum was 36,800 in 1900, against 
34,733 in 1899. The gross gain of 9,077 i* made up by students and 
artists, classes most directly benefited by the Museum. A decline of 
9,563 of other non-paying attendance of various kinds is oflbet by a 
gain of 9,416 in paying attendance, mosdy on Sunday afternoons. 
There was a slight decline on Saturdays, die other ten-cent day, and 
a slightly larger increase on the five twenty-five-cent days. The cash 
from admissions on the two ten-cent da)r8 was $1,397.90, or within

LIBRARY. 

The proposal of Mr. J. G. Schmidlapp to provide, in the name 
of his daughter, Emma B. Schmidlapp, a building in which the library 
shall have ample accommodation, meets a real need both of the art 
student and of the general visitor to the Museum. A collection, not 
only of books, but of photographs, prints, and documents of many 
kinds, is a necessary adjunct to the various objects contained in the 
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exhibition rooms, and adds enonnoasly to the educational usefulness 
of these objects, which no Museum is rich enough to possess in series 
so complete as not to require supplementing and interpreting by books 
and such other material as a library most readily and most econom- 
ically affords. 

THE NEW BUILDING 

will, however, for some time do more than accommodate the library. 
The various plans under discussion provide room for perhaps as much 
more sculpture as the Museum already contains. Other rooms may 
also be used, temporarily at least, for paintings or other objects. The 
working out of the plans will alone determine this. 

From the point of view of administration, the adoption now of 
some general plan for future extension is of the greatest importance. 
The site in Eden Park offers architectural possibilities of the rarest 
kind. To so locate buildings henceforth that they shall, together with 
the two now in existence, form an architectural group worthy of this 
site, and so adjusted to the peculiarly shaped ground as to use it to 
best economy, to best effect artistically, for the best possible classifi- 
cation of exhibits, and for facility and lowest cost of administration — 
that is the problem. This, it is true, is looking a long way ahead, but 
a generation is a short tune in the life of public museums, whose 
growth is as constant as that of the communities for which they exist. 

DONATIONS AND LOANS 

have been received from so many persons that their names are neces- 
sarily reserved for lists in the appendix. To all of them the thanks 
of the Association are expressed for valued assistance. The number 
of donations was lo, comprising 353 objects; the number of new 
loans 124, including 1,739 objects. The number of loans continued 
from the preceding year was 387. The number of loans returned 
was 100.

PURCHASES. 

Following the policy of purchasing American paintings from the 
exhibitions, two were acquired during the year out of the Annual 
Membership Fund. These are 

Decorative Figure, by Mr. Frank W. Benson, of Boston, and 

Waterfall, by Mr. John H. Twachtman, of New York, but for- 
merly of Cincinnati, and pupil of the School of Design, which after- 
wards became the Art Academy. 

Of the pictures bought the year before, Mr. Joseph DeCamp's 
" Woman Dr3ring Her Hair " was by invitation included in the Amer- 
ican Fine Arts Exhibit at the Paris Exposition of 1900. 

ART ACADEMY. 

The only change in the corps of instructors last year was occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Mr. O. W. Beck, which took effect at the 
end of the academic year, in May 1900. Ih this vacancy it was 
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thought advisable to establish a painting class from life for the more 
mature students, those whose close training in drawing and painting 
made desirable an added practice in the more free use of the brush in 
form-expression and color. The Trustees were fortunately able to 
secure for this class the services of one of the most successful and 
most experienced of American teachers, Mr. Frank Duveneck, whose 
familiarity with the work of the school and friendship with the other 
teachers makes his influence of unusual value in the school, directly 
and indirectly. 

The attendance in the classes has been satisfactory, and the gen- 
eral development of students seemed quite as good as the year before. 
If anything, there appeared to be in the Annual Exhibition in June 
good studies from a rather larger number than usual. At that time 
the first awards of the Louise Ingalls Scholarships were made in addi- 
tion to the regular scholarships. These were all home scholarships, to 
be used while attending the Academy during the current season, 1900- 
1901. The Louise Ingalls Memorial Fund yields $600 a year. The 
further appropriation out of general funds is $350. The total scholar- 
ship money thus available each year is $950. Free tuition is also 
given these students. 

During the year quite a number of students recently in the school 
met with a degree of professional success that encourages belief in 
the efficiency of the instruction now given. The aim is distinctly 
toward an individual development that will enable the student to apply 
intelligently after leaving the school whatever knowledge and experi- 
ence he may have acquired. 

As a help in the general culture of the students, a series of short 
talks illustrated with lantern slides was started in the fall. The form- 
ing of a collection of lantern slides is thus begun and will be continued 
from time to time. The teachers and others have volunteered in giving 
talks aiming to excite such an interest in the subjects covered as may 
lead to a further study in the library, which has in fact, under this and 
other influences, come to be more freely used. 

The number of tickets issued in die Academy for the year 1900 
was 453, as against 453 the preceding year.

I. ENDOWMENT FUND. 

The income only to be expended. Into this shall be funded 
receipts from Patrons of the Museum. Any person may become a 
Patron upon pa3rment of one thousand dollars. 

Patrons shall during life be admitted without charge at aU times 
when the Museum may be open to the public. They, and the mem- 
bers of their immediate families, shall enjoy all the privileges of Annual 
Membership, without further pa3rmenty during the life of the Patron. 

Contributions to this Endowment Fund may be made direcdy by 
persons desiring to give otherwise than as patrons, and Special Funds 
may thus be created for the extension of the Museum collections in 
some particular line approved by the Trustees. 

II. ANNUAL PURCHASE FUND. 

The receipts from Annual Members for the five years beginning 
with 1898 shall be set aside as a fund to be expended in the purchase 
of works of art, the receipts of each year to be spent within the year, 
or as soon thereafter as it may become possible to acquire desirable 
objects. 

The longer continuance of this practice will depend upon the 
degree of support given to the Museum by the public, for it will 
remain possible only so long as the income of the Museum from other 
sources may suffice to meet the growing expense of maintaining the 
institution as it may enlarge from year to year.

Herman Goeppbr became a Trustee of the Cindnnati Museum 
Association in 1888 as one of the representatives of the City, and 
served continuously until his death, on the eighteenth of October, 
1900. A profound interest in the aims of the Associaticm made him 
always one of the most helpful members of the Board. He had in 
marked degree that amiable balance of faculties which counts f<^ so 
much in promoting the work of boards and committees. With a con- 
stant readiness to consider a proposition in a kindly and liberal spirit 
he combined rare common sense and tact in harmonizing differing 
views as a means of working out a right decision. 

No record of Herman Goepper could be complete without its 
appreciation of the unusual personal qualities that combined to make 
his character. He was a man living among his fellow men, leaning 
upon them, and in turn giving them freely of his help. That many 
attachments centered upon so sjrmpathetic and responsive a personality 
was but natural. In this way he grew to know as few men do the 
thoughts and feelings of the community in which he lived, and came 
thus to represent in himself that larger public with which he was at so 
many points in touch. He seemed to very many to typify that sturdi- 
ness and uprightness, softened by kincUy consideration of others, 
which we hold up to ourselves as the aim of social life. Conservative 
yet optimistic; possessed of ideals, yet with unusual reverence for 
traditions ; opposing tendencies seemed in him to fuse into a genial 
faith in men and life, in the constant working upward of the good in 
both. That such a man was peculiarly fitted to hold positions of trust 
is dear, and of him it may safely be said that he never shirked the 
labors thrust upon him as trustee or advisor, whether in public or 
private affidrs. 

We inscribe upon our minutes this brief record of Herman 
Goepper as he was known to us who were privileged to serve with 
him as Trustees of the Cincinnati Museum Association.

The income only shall be spent Into this shall be funded 
receipts from Patrons of the Museum.
